Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for 
the  year  1945. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  satis¬ 
factory. 

There  has  been  no  unusual  incidence  of  infectious 
disease. 

The  birth  rate  ( 1 9.5 )  is  considerably  higher  than 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  infantile  mortality  figure  of  39  also  compares 
favourably. 

The  death  rate  (14.8)  has  been  adversely  affected 
by  the  inclusion  of  37  deaths  in  the  Hanbury  dump 
explosion  These  deaths,  although  occurring  in  1944,  were 
not  registered  till  conclusion  of  the  inquest  in  1945.

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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied 
with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Co.  No  new  sources  of  supply  have  been 
provided,  but  a  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  County 
Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the  Rural 
Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  to  provide 
piped  supplies  of  water  in  the  Parishes  of  Yoxall, 
Wychnor,  Tatenhill,  Dunstall,  Barton-under-Needwood, 
Hanbury  and  Anslow,  from  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Co’s,  mains,  and  a  Ministry  of  Health 
Enquiry  into  the  application  has  been  made,  but  the 
result  of  such  enquiry  has  not  yet  been  received. 

The  township  of  Tutbury  is  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Rural  District  Council’s  own  Scheme.  The 
supplies  in  each  case  have  been  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity  during  the  year.  The  water  at 
Tutbury  is  chlorinated  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  Bacteriological  examination  and  chemical 
analysis  have  been  made  of  this  water,  and  it  was  found 
that  the  Coli  Aerogenes  Content  (presumptive  Coli)  was 
Nil  per  J00  m2  after  48  hours  incubation  at  37°  cent.  The 
Chemical  Analysis  showed  the  water  to  be  organically 
of  satisfactory  quality,  but  very  hard.

The  number  of  houses  in  the  Rural  District  which 
are  supplied  with  water  direct  from  public  mains  is 
2,913  and  the  population  of  these  is  estimated  to  be 
9,688. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  new  sewers  have  been  laid  during  the  year, 
but  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  have  been 
instructed  to  prepare  schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
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disposal  for  the  Parishes  of  Yoxall,  Tatenhill,  Hanbury, 
Anslow  and  a  portion  of  Dunstall  and  Rolleston.  When 
these  sewers  are  provided,  the  sanitary  conditions  in  the 
parishes  concerned  will  be  considerably  improved,  and 
sewerage  facilities  provided  for  future  housing  needs. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  domestic  scavenging  which  is  carried  out  by 
contract  in  the  parishes  of  Branston,  Outwoods,  Rolleston, 
Stretton  and  Tutbury  has  shown  some  improvement 
during  the  later  part  of  the  year,  and  is  still  showing 
progressive  improvement. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Seventeen  privies  or  pan  closets  have  been  abol¬ 
ished  and  water  closets  substituted  by  owners  during  the 
year. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  emission  of  excessive 
smoke  during  the  year 

Camping  Sites. 

There  are  no  recognised  camping  sites  in  the 
district. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  is  only  one  swimming  bath  in  the  district. 
This  is  a  privately  owned  one  in  the  village  of  Rolleston- 
on-Dove.  It  appears  to  be  well  managed  and  supervised. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

There  has  been  no  cases  of  infestation  by  bed 
bugs  during  the  year.  There  has,  however,  been  two 
cases  of  infestation  by  fleas,  and  one  by  ants.  In 
each  case  the  premises  were  sprayed  with  “  Zaldecide  ”, 
and  then  fumigated  with  “  Cimex  ”.  The  treatment 
appeared  to  be  effective.  In  the  case  of  the  infestation 
by  ants,  the  insects  obtained  access  to  the  pantry  from 
ivy,  which  was  removed.

Housing  Survey. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  2,300  houses  in 
the  district  will  have  to  be  inspected  in  the  course  of  the 
survey  and  classification  as  to  fitness.  An  additional 
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Housing  Inspector  was  appointed  in  June,  and  829 
houses  were  inspected  and  recorded  to  December  30th 
Any  serious  defects  which  are  found  are  made  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  an  Informal  Notice,  and  these  are  later  followed 
up. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  get  repairs 
done  due  to  the  new  housing  drive,  and  many  defects 
have  to  be  left  for  better  times.

Milk  Supply. 

The  cowsheds  and  dairies  of  the  district  have  been 
inspected  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  department.
